Another major ‘sticking point 
in the rejected agreement 
appeared to be a new provision 
that would have paid Buildings 
and Lands Department workers 
three hours straight-time pay for 
being on call on weekends. 

Those employees would have 
teceived the pay whether or not 
they were actually called out on 
an emergency. . 

“I tend to think ‘they deserve 
some sort of compensation for 
waiting there for an emergen- 
cy,’’ Fitzgerald said after the 
meeting. 

“The problem we've been hav- 
ing is getting emergency majnte- 
hance people to come out when 
there’s a problem over the week- 
end."" 

Finance Committee member 
H. Jack Frandsen disagreed, 
saying the union had gone too 
far in demanding ‘‘standby 
pay.” 

“Any employee who doesn’t 
think enough of his employer to 
come out on an emergency with- 
out getting special additional 
Pay doesn’t deserve a job. As far 
as I'm concerned, we can abol- 
ish those jobs and farm them out 
to a private company, like we do 
with the cleaning."’

on the arson charge. 

The bank fraud counts were 
investigated by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. The 
case was prosecuted by Assis- 
tant U.S. Attorney Thomas E.

New definition doubles number 
of:illinoisans afflicted with AIDS

The number of Llinoisans diagnosed with AIDS in.1993 is expected 
to d@uble as a result of a new definition of the disease (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome). The definition took effect with the 
new Sear 

Many -of the new cases in Illinois and other states will be drug 
abus' and women, because the AIDS-associated diseases they get 
weren't included in the old definition. . 

‘In-the past, women, specifically, were left out of the numbers, ’ 
said Illinois Department of Public Health spokesman Tom Schafer. 
“The new definition will present a more accurate picture of the 
number pf women with AIDS, mainly because cervical cancer is now 
included-as an indicator,’’ he said. 

As of Nov. 30, 1992, 637 women and 46 girls had been diagnosed 
with AIDS in Illinois over a period of 11 years, according to IDPH 
figures. In'the same period, total AIDS cases numbered 8,022, and 
10,500 people tested positive for HIV, the virus which causes AIDS. 

Past numbers have been ‘‘unfair to women," Schafer said. ‘‘The 
numbers, were skewed by gay men. So, if someone was looking for 
AIDS funding for Illinois, the majority of the money was going to 
men. If we find there are a great deal more women with AIDS than 
we! previously thought, we can target more funds for women’s AIDS 
issues,"” Schafer saad. io 

Under ,the old Centers for Disease Control and Prevention defi- 
nition, people were. diagnosed as having AIDS when they developed 
certain blood infections, the skin cancer, Kaposi’s sarcoma and any 
of 21 other indicator diseases. 

Indicators in the new definition include invasive cervical cancer, 
redurrent pneumonia and pulmonary tuberculosis. 

In addition, a dip in the level of the body’s master immune cells, 
called CD4s, to 200 or fewer per cubic millimeter (one-fifth that of a 
healthy person), will mean more ple will be diagnosed with AIDS. 

Previousl', people with CD4 levels below 200 would. have been 
reported as HIV-positive but not full-blown AIDS cases. Overall, the 
new definiti n is a long overdue ‘‘step in the right direction,”’. said 
Mark Ishaug policy officer for the AIDS Foundation of Chicago. 

Before 1993, funding levels weren't commensurate with the num- 
bet—of people actually living with AIDS,” Ishaug said. ‘It's great 
that the system is finally acknowledging those people we already 
knéw had HIV or AIDS but didn’t fit into the ‘definition’ and there- 
fore weren't eligible for benefits and entitlements."* 

However, Ishaug doubts a doubling of casés will result in twice as 
much federal AIDS funding. ‘‘So ‘the real challenge wilt be how are 
wejgoing to provide services to the larger number of cases.”"’ 

Th Illinois, AIDS patients, Specifically, do not receive state funds. 

However, AIDS patients, like other Illinois citizens, may qualify for 
‘Public Aid, depending on their income level. On the federal level, 
AIDS patients may be eligible for Social Security/disability benefits. 

Illinois cities may also qualify for additional federal AIDS funding 
under the new definition. But, Ishaug fears’ that competition for 
federal funds may result in a disproportionate amount of money 
goihg to cities and states with larger numbers of AIDS cases. 

Statewide, 981 people were diagnosed with AIDS in 1992, and 2,105 

le tested HIV-positive. In 1991, 1,064 people were diagnosed. with 
AIDS in Dllinois, and 2,261 tested. HIV-positive

“They're getting pressure 
from their supervisors to handle 
so many pours. per day.”’

Davis said the product is like the 
ground paper used for insulation 
except his is not treated or 
ground as fine. 

“Recyc! yeling is a great big 
teddy bear,”” Davis said. ‘‘It’s 
just a cub right now because it’s 
asleep. I'm trying to wake it 
up."" 

Davis currently grinds 1 ton of 
paper per day, creating enough 
mulch to cover a 
25,000-square-foot area. The 
mulch can be used for flower. 
beds, hanging baskets or 
planters or wherever plants are 
to be grown.
